The conditions of business, along with all other terms, conditions and notices 
set out in this auction catalogue, or announced by the auctioneer, form the 
terms on which Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. (JHA) contracts, as auctioneer, 
with actual and prospective sellers and buyers. These Conditions of Business 
apply to all aspects of the relationship of purchase and sale of property by auc- 
tion. It is therefore very important that you read these conditions carefully. By 
bidding or selling in this sale you agree to accept these conditions, and that 
these conditions shall govern all future dealings that may occur between you 
and JHA. 


You should note that JHA generally acts as an agent for the seller. Any con- 
cluded contract of sale is made directly between the seller and the buyer. You 
acknowledge that JHA is dependent on the seller for much of the relevant 
factual material pertaining to the items offered for sale. JHA can not and does 
not undertake full due diligence on every item sold. Buyers therefore have the 
responsibility to carry out their own inspection and investigations to satisfy 
themselves as the nature of the items, which they are interested in buying. We 
specifically draw your attention to Conditions 23 through 28, which limit the 
extent to which the seller and JHA may be liable. We also draw to the attention 
of all sellers, their individual consignment receipt, incorporated herein, which 
sets out the relationship between the “seller” and JHA. 


For the purposes of these conditions Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. is referred to 
as “JHA’, “auctioneer”, “us” or “we” and actual prospective buyers and sellers 
are, as applicable, referred to as “you” and “your”, or “buyer” and “seller”.

7. If you make a bid at auction you do so as principal and will be held per- 


sonally and solely liable for that bid unless we have previously agreed with 
you in writing that you do so on behalf of an identified third party who is 


acceptable to us. In circumstances where we have so agreed, both youand 


the third party will be jointly and severally liable for all obligations aris-

“In an attack he led his company in the most determined and courageous manner, through heavy enemy fire, and successfully gained his objective. It was 
then reported that the company, which had passed through his own to a further objective, was being held up by two ‘pill boxes’. Appreciating the situation, 
he immediately went forward and despite heavy enemy machine gun fire, accompanied by another officer, he rushed these enemy posts, forcing the 
garrison to surrender, taking six officers and five other rank prisoner. His courage and gallantry together with his determination and prompt action cleared 
up a critical situation and enabled the final objective to be successfully carried out.” 


MID 7 April, 1918. 


This action took place during the Battle of the Somme, in the vicinity of the Miraumont Roads. During four days of heavy fighting (26-29 September) for the 
Courcelette Trench and Regina Trench the 31st Battalion suffered appalling casualties. Entering the battle with 22 officers on strength, only six remained 
effective. Of the other ranks, 60 were known to have been killed, 209 were wounded and a further 113 were missing, bringing the total casualties to 398. After 
the battle, the effective strength of the Battalion was about 360 of all ranks and this included those reinforcements that had arrived during the fighting. 
The award of the DSO to Kennedy while holding the rank of Lieutenant speaks volumes to his gallantry, as the DSO was normally reserved for field-grade 
officers (Major and above).

Eric Makovsky served during the latter part of World War Two as a gunnery 
Lieutenant aboard H.M.C.S. Uganda and was present during the controversy 
surrounding her continued active participation in the war.
